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(f) Represent the Department on the 
Administrative Conference of the 
United States and, as appropriate, on 
regulatory reform matters. 

(g) Participate, as appropriate, in in-
ternal budget hearings of the Depart-
ment with regard to policy implica-
tions of resource allocations and re-
source implications of major policy ini-
tiatives; and advise the Assistant At-
torney General for Administration 
with regard to information require-
ments for Departmental policy formu-
lation. 

(h) Advise appropriate Departmental 
officials, from time to time, on inves-
tigation, litigation, negotiation, penal, 
or correctional policies to insure the 
compatibility of those policies with 
overall Departmental goals. 

(i) Perform such other duties and 
functions as may be specially assigned 
by the Attorney General and the Dep-
uty Attorney General. 
In carrying out his responsibilities 
under this section, the Assistant Attor-
ney General, Office of Legal Policy, 
shall have the right to call upon the 
relevant Departmental units for per-
sonnel and other assistance.

§ 0.23a Office of Information and Pri-
vacy. 

(a) There is established, in the Office 
of Legal Policy, the Office of Informa-
tion and Privacy, which, under the gen-
eral supervision and direction of the 
Assistant Attorney General, Office of 
Legal Policy, shall: 

(1) Act on behalf of the Attorney 
General on Freedom of Information 
Act and Privacy Act appeals under 
§§ 16.8, 16.48, 16.50(d) and 16.52, respec-
tively, under the supervision of the As-
sistant Attorney General, Office of 
Legal Policy, except that: 

(i) In the case of a denial of a request 
by the Assistant Attorney General, Of-
fice of Legal Policy, the Attorney Gen-
eral or his designee shall act on the ap-
peal, and 

(ii) A denial of a request by the At-
torney General shall constitute the 
final action of the Department on that 
request. 

(2) Provide staff support to the De-
partment Review Committee, estab-
lished by § 17.148 of this chapter. 

(3) Advise executive agencies and or-
ganizational units of the Department 
on questions relating to interpretation 
and application of the Freedom of In-
formation Act and advise the Depart-
ment on questions relating to interpre-
tation and application of the Privacy 
Act. 

(4) Coordinate the development and 
implementation of and compliance 
with Freedom of Information Act pol-
icy within the executive agencies and 
all organizational units of the Depart-
ment. 

(5) Undertake, arrange, or support 
training and informational programs 
concerning both acts for the executive 
agencies and the Department. 

(6) Undertake such other responsibil-
ities as may be assigned by the Assist-
ant Attorney General, Office of Legal 
Policy. 

(b) All federal agencies which intend 
to deny Freedom of Information Act 
requests raising novel issues should 
consult with the Office of Information 
and Privacy to the extent practicable.

There is established, in the Office of 
Legal Policy, the Asylum Policy and 
Review Unit, headed by a Director, 
under the general supervision and di-
rection of the Assistant Attorney Gen-
eral, Office of Legal Policy, and exer-
cising such duties as the Deputy Attor-
ney General delegates pursuant to 28 
CFR 0.15(f) or otherwise assigns to it.
